A copy of the monthly statement o 


the pablio debt and cash in the United 
States Treasury for the month of June 
1897, has found its way to "this office 
It 'a signod by L. J. Gage, Secretary o 
the Treasury, and, of coarse is correct 
It ahowa nt the close of business June 
30, 1897, the cash in the Treasury 
amounted to $871,889,358 76, the ne 
rash balance over all demands and 
liabilities being $240,137,656 7G. 


The net cash balance, assuming tha 


the receipts will equal the expenditures 
from month to month, will remain in 
th"> Treasury indefinitely and fox- al 
the benefit the public derive from i' 
while it does remain in the Governmen 
vaults it might just as well be burled 
in the deep bosom of the ocean. To in 
crease this net balance is the grea' 
dcjideratum of the Administration. A 
every dollar in the Treasury is taken 
from the pockets of the people, th 
larger the cash balance in the Treasury 
the less money in the people's pockets 
The object, therefore, in increasing th 
balance in. the Treasury is to decreas 
the amount of money in circulation 
That makes dollars more valuable and 
commodities cheaper, and a dollar pur 
chased wil.h ten bushels of corn or 
day's labor will not pay any more deb 
than a dollar bought with three bushel 
of corn or a three hours' labor. Tber 
is method, therefore, in getting 
much money as possible out of the 
people's pockets into the Treasury, a 
it makes the millions of the gold true 
much more valuable.

Treasury in excess of $50,000,000 iu th 
purchase of United States bouds am 
put the money in circulation.

Treasury, while the people are taxed ti 
pay interest on bonds. What furthe 
proof than this is necessary to convince 
any unprejudiced person that the Qov 
eminent is being conducted in the in 
terest of the gold trust and not for the 
benefit of the public generally ? 


THE SCHOOL APf ORTIONH15NT. 


The amount of money apportioned 


to the various counties of the State for 
the semi-annual term ending June 30 
1897, is over $6,000 larger than for the 
same period one year ago, which is a 
noteworthy increase. This increase is 
due in part to the vigilance and ftm- 
uesB 01 atate Treasurer "Westerfleld 
who took the ground that the expenses 
of the Orphan's Home and portions of 
tha salaries of some of the State of- 
ficials are not properly payable out of 
the State School Fund, as heretofore 
practiced. 
The Supreme Court has

NEW complications have come to

The Internal Revenue 
officers in Sun Francisco are in a stale 
of intense excitement, for it has been 
officially announced that with the re 
movol of Mr. Welburn all those who 
were placed under the protection of the 
civil service laws without examination 
will be compelled to seek employment 
elsewhere. It is rumored that this is 
but the institution of the future policy 
of the administration 
government positions.

SEVERAL conferences have been held 


between the President and members of 
the Civil Service Commission on the 
revision of the Ciril Service rules. 
It 


has been suggested that certain im- 
portant heads of departments as well 
as subordinates that were included in 
Mr. Cleveland's extension order, be ex- 
empted. It has been decided, however, 
to take out about 300 positions out of 
the classified service.

of immediate danger. 


Two men, Jessie Yann and Edward 


Anderson, of Westport, Mendocino 
county, were drowned at Jamestown, 
Cal., yesterday while swimming. It is 
believed that one was taken with 
cramps and the other attempted his 
rescue. 


Bnssell Ward, who eloped from Los 


Angeles with Mrs. John Bradbury, was 
formally held by Judge Low yesterday 
at San Francisco to answer to a charge 
of adultery. Bonds were fixed at $2,500 
which were furnished and the prisoner 
was released. 


Joseph Hilderbrandt, the elevator 


man in the Chicago Packing Co.'a 
building, was killed by a cake of ice 
weighing 200 pounds which had been 
placed near the elevator shaft. 
It had 


melted and finally slipped into the 
shaft, falling in such a manner as to 
strike the deceased.

DIPHTHERIA AND 
CONTAGION. 


Ward Off 
Some Simple Remedies to 


the Diaeane. 


Outbreaks of this dread disease are 


becoming so common that it might be 
well to sound a note of warning to those 
careful persons who are willing to take 
the risk of death rather than destroy ar- 
ticles which, have been used m thesiok- 
loom. 


A. few weeks ago, a woman living in 


the suburbs or New York had occasion 
to taKe fioni her store closet a comfort- 
able that Uacl been used upon the bed 
when one of her children had an attack 
of diphtheria last year. It was a mild 
rase, and when tlie child irecovert-d the 
mother seemed not- to realize that there 
was need of ierv thorough Lumigution 
.UK! clearing- out. She pir-. the comfort- 
able out on the clothesbne, and after 
it bad 'been out for a week she brought 
it in ami put it away, saying that ahe 
'bought it would be all light after a 
week's airing-. When the cold weather 
made the use of the comfortable neces- 
sary, s=he put it upon the bed of one of 
the children, and a week later there 
was a well-developed case of diphtheria 
in the house. 


Another cose was traceable to the use 


of. a piece of red flannel which had been

flnanel had been tlunoughly washed 
and put away. The following- season 
one of the members, of the household

A lad died of the mnie malady. He 


was, the son of a. family in moderate cir 
cumstancca, arid had just become the 
pioud poss-e^sor of a very Iwntlsome 
overcoat. It was late in the -winter when, 
he died, and the coat was packedlaway 
•.vith his other belongings. In the fall 
the mother decided to piecen.t the coat 
to the son of a neighbor who had been 
one of the lad's favorite playmates,. Ten 
days after the first wearing of the coat 
the boy was dead from diphtheria. In- 
stances of this sort might be lelated by 
scores to_show the danger of putting 
away garments that have been worn by 
lihe victims of this- disease. However 
much one may dislike to do it, there ia 
no alternntheothei than to destroy all 
gurments that ma\ carry contagion, 
and more tlran likety cause an outbreak 
of the trouble long after all fears have 
been allayed 


It has been suggested that upon the 


first appearance of diphtheria in a com- 
munity the childire.n be allowed to ii> 
dulge freely in pineapple. This fruit 
is said to contain an acid that is fatal 
to the germs of the disease, and fre- 
quent partaking of it may ward off 
trouble or cure light attacks withont 
other treatment. Indeed, pineapple las 
been employed with most beneficial re- 
sults in cases where all oidjnory reme- 
dies had proved unavailing." 


At any stage of the illness give the 


patient all of the juice that dan be taken 
w'th a. relish. If fresh fruit cannot be 
obtained, the best quality of canned 
pineapple may be used. 
It is not 


thought to be quite as good as tiheiraiv 
fresh pineapple, but answers the pur- 
pose very well, and has cured a number 
of cases that refused to yield to regular 
remedies. — N. Y. ledger!

A Powerful Battle Sblp. 
most formidable addition ,yet 


made to our new navy is the battleship 
Iowa, -which has recently had her official 
trialoff the coast of Massachusetts. She 
is the first vessel officially classed as a 
E,ea-going battle ship. As compared 
with the Massachusetts agd her tw o sis- 
ter ships, the Iowa is of 1,2CO tons larger 
displacement, and is one knot faster. 
Her battery is of about the same 
strength as theirs, and her armor, 
though not quite so heavy, is practically 
as effective. The contract required of 
her a speed of 16 knots an hour, and a 
bonus of $50,000 was promised for each 
quarter of a knot in excess of that limit. 
She made 17 knots, and thus earned for 
her builders, the Cramps, of Philadel- 
phia, a bonus of $200,000.

TEACHING DOQS TO ATTACK. 


Moat Singular Ba»lne» of a Trainer 


of Bulldog*. 


A most singular business is that of a 


certain Herr Strans,, of Berlin, who 
trains mastiffs and bulldogs to attack 
men in order to fit the brutes for pursuit 
of and conflict with criminals, says an 
exchange. He also trains dogs to do 
tricks in exhibitions and for other pur- 
poses, but the bulk of his business is of 
the nature outlined in the previous sen- 
tence. 
There is first a preliminary 


training of a general nature, then the 
dogs are put to work on life-size dum- 
mies of men, which they are taught to 
throw down, to drag about and to 
watch. This is the most difficult of Herr 
Straus' work, since it includes training 
the dogs not to lacerate the features of 
the wax face of the dummy, but to con- 
fine their by no means gentle attention 
to the hard rubber collar of the dum- 
my's coat. After a dog has been taught 
to handle a dummy properly he is ex- 
ercised upon a living subject in the per- 
son of a trained attendant who muat 
also, naturally, have a great deal of 
nerve, strength and self-possession. At 
first this attendant is obliged to wear a 
leather or rubber collar similar to that 
on which the dog has practiced with the 
dummy, but after long training he is 
able to substitute an ordinary cloth col- 
lar and when Herr Straus gets through 
with the brutes they will skillfully at- 
back and throw down a man withont in- 
juring him or his clothing. The mas- 
tiffs are more readily trained than the 
bulldogs.
